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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 7-9, 13 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Donovan (3,510,049). Donovan discloses the limitations of the claims 
including a food container (figs. 1-3) comprising foam bottom hingeably joined to a 
transparent top (Abstract), first flap (16a), second flap (14a), adhesive (col. 2, line 33), 
heat seal (31), top/bottom being dish shaped (col. 2, line 65), top cover comprising 
material other than polystyrene (col. 3, line 60), first/second lips (fig. 1, outwardly 
extending flange about the periphery of both top cover and bottom compartment) 
wherein said container is nestable (inherent by design). 



Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived -by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5, 10-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 



unpatentable over Donovan in view of OFFICIAL NOTICE. Donovan excludes what 
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Examiner takes OFFICIAL NOTICE of, joining the top cover and the bottom 
compartment by ultrasonic welding would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of invention in order to facilitate an alternate, timely and effective 
means of attaching the two sections. 

Regarding the material quantities, it has been held to be within the general skill of 
a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the 
intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of invention to have modified Donovan with the specified material properties in order to 
achieve an operable working condition while utilizing a cost effective material. 

Claims 1, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Bixler et 
al. (4,742,952). Bixler et al. disclose the limitations of the claims including a food 
container comprising foam bottom (col. 2, line 35) hingeably joined to a transparent top 
(col. 1 , line 62), latch hole (V) and tab (17). Bixler et al. exclude a bottom compartment 
with a hole and a top cover with a tab but rather the opposite. Therefore it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to have 
modified Bixler et al. with the aforementioned structural features in order to achieve 
varying design. Moreover, it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. 



Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
